Gentlem en’s sons went to ’’public 
schools” (we call them private in 
America), while tradesmen’s sons 
attended 
the 
plebian 
municipal 
schools—and 
they 
were 
worlds 
apart. The old school tie was the 
open sesame for a lad starting out 
in life 
A New Britain 
All th a t began to change after the 
first World War. This was due p art­ 
ly to the fact that taxation com­ 
pelled a lot of once wealthy ladies 
and gentlem en to go to work, and 
pertly to the insistent demands of 
the lower ranks for their place in 
the sun The pace was accelerated 
with passing time until we witness 
the astonishing advent of a Socialist 
national government, and find the 
Socialists the strongest party in the 
municipal councils. 
So we have a new Britain, and an 
interesting aspect of the change is 
that a lot o f Conservatives have 
helped to bring it about by voting 
Socialist because they believed in 
the need of reform. T hat’s what put 
the present Socialist government 
into power—and what wrill oust it 
if it stubs its toe.

If the soil is heavy, lighten 
it by m ixing in sand, or gravel 
and peat moss, or rotted m anure. 
A wet soil must be drained. P la n t­ 
ing holes are dug wide enough to 
receive the roots in their n atural 
spreading positions. 
Give house plants a periodical 
inspection for insect pests. Leaves 
by w ashing 
a soa p and 
w ater solution and then rinsed with 
clear w ater. 
Lilac planting may continue into 
early 
w inter. The location 
must 
be sunny, good drainage is essen­ 
tial and the soil in which 
they 
are placed should be slightly alka­ 
line. 
C leaning up the garden before 
the w inter sets in not only gives 
the garden a tidy appearance but 
has real practical value. It con­ 
tributes toward more effective in­ 
sect and disease control and gives 
the gardener more time to devote 
to early spring planting.

Tulips May Be Planted Now 
There used to be an old ru le— 
Plant tulip bulbs on Election Day. 
Tins w’as not exactly sound, al­ 
though the more im portant signi­ 
ficance in it m ight have been— 
Tulips may be planted as late as 
Election Day. In other words, p la n t­ 
ing should be done sometime be­ 
tween mid-October and the first 
week in November. The m ain aim 
is to afford the bulbs time to get 


Of course, drainage m ust be good. 
For this purpose the expert Dutch 
underlay their tulip beds with a 
gravelly stratum . In this country 
a similar condition can be obtained 
by working sand, gravel, coal ashes 
or oilier inorganic m aterial Into a 
level from IO to 16 inches beneath 
the rooting level of the bed.

Pa. Certified Oats 


Despite unfavorable growing con­ 
ditions for oats this year in P enn­ 
sylvania. the state D epartm ent of 
Agriculture announces th a t a good 
supply of state certified seed oats 
will be available from growers in 
25 counties. 
Tile largest acreage since 1944 
was entered this year for field in - 
spections by agents of the depart­ 
m ent’s Bureau of Plant Industry, 
a total of 2,684 acres. 
According to K. W. Lauer, plant 
I discase specialist in charge of state

certification,

than

thousand acres had to be rejected 


in field inspections, leaving a total 
of 1.646 acres from which the seed 
can be certified, provided it passes 
the lUinl test of 99 j)er cent purity 
and germ ination of at least 85 per 
cent. Tills acreage compares with 
1.704 certified last year and 1,985 
in 1944.

The bulb should rest 
freezing weather arrives. A pparent­ 
ly U * bulbs must not be planted 
until the soil begins to grow cold. 
Much is yet to be learned about 
the factor of tem perature in h a n d ­ 
ling tulip bulbs, particularly during 
the 
storage 
period. 
Experim ents 
show’ th at a short chilling tends 
to hasten growth rath er th a n re­ 
tard it. But on the other hand they 
m ust be kept fairly cool after digg­ 
ing, else they will come "blind” 
after planting — th a t is, produce 
foliage but no blooms. 
These observations indicate th a t 
tulip bulbs may be better off in 
their bed over sum m er than in cel­ 
lar or basem ent storage, providing 
the soil has not been too heavily 
fertilized and is kept moist. If, how­ 
ever, the bed is exposed to the dry­ 
ing sun and cannot be kept a t least 
medium 
moist 
and 
cool, 
bulbs 
should be taken up after the tops 
die back and stored in a cool cellar 
or basement.

theories about tulip culture 
have 
been thrown out the window of prac­ 
tice. For example, it was once be­ 
lieved th at tulips required plenty 
of bone meal and other fertilizers. 
Now’ there are successful growers 
who claim th a t organic fertilizers 
for tulips are largely useless and 
th a t the ideal soil is one high in 
calcium dim e) and magnesium. For 
this reason finishing lime is worked 
into the soil before planting. 


snugly in the bottom of the hole. 
preferably with some sand beneath 
it. 
Morning and forenoon sun is to 
be preferred to afternoon or mid­ 
day sun. In all cases the bed should 
be located where prevailing winds 
cannot lash the fragile foliage and 
stems. 
Most of th e vigor th a t enters 
into the flower comes in the bulb. 
This explains why it it always ad ­ 
visable to buy large bulbs where 
fine flowers are desired. But the 
next year’s bulb is fed and nourish­ 
ed by the foliage. Thus it Is im ­ 
portant to allow tulip tops to m a­ 
ture fully and naturally before they 
are cut back. For as long as the 
foliage rem ains green Hie bulbs are 
storing strength for the next year’s 
flowers. 
Top dressing tulip beds over win­ 
ter Is necessary m ainly to prevent 
heaving—a process resulting from 
alternate freezing and thawing. If 
this Is likely, ti m ulch should be 
applied after the ground freezes - 
not before freezing. Tile idea is to 
keep tile ground frozen, not to pre­ 
vent freezing. Therefore, the mulch 
should be airy and loose, not sodden.

TENT CATERPILLAR CONTROL 
Tent caterpillars are most a n ­ 
noying and destructive. Although 
they do their dam age in the spring, 
destruction of their egg cases is a 
job for early w inter rather than 
early spring. They prefer all kinds 
of cherries, crab apples and various 
other trees and shrubs for deposi­ 
tion of the eggs. 
Look over these plants carefully 
just as soon as the leaves have 
fallen, paying particular attention 
to the young, thin branches. Tim 
egg cases are tile same color as tile 
branches but they are easily de­ 
tected because they appear as elon­ 
gated swellings, mostly encircling 
the slim stem . Once the gardener 
has learned to identify them, he will 
have no trouble spotting most of 
them. Peel them off and burn.

Philadelphia, Nov. 
I (ZP) — Nego­ 
tiations lo end a walkout of service 
employes of three of Philadelphia's 
largest hotels—Ti ie Bellevue-Strat- 
ford, the Sylvania and the Majestic 
—appeared at a standstill today. 
Tile Hotel and Restaurant Work­ 
ers Union (CIO*, Is seeking arbitra­ 
tion of all issues, including an 18'^- 
cent-an-hour wage increase, before 
it will consent to meet with repre­ 
sentatives of the three hotels. 
Albert M. Greenfield, represent­ 
ing majority bondholders 
of 
the 
Bellevue, 
said 
management 
has 
agreed to arbitrate all issues except 
wage increases. Ore* nfleld and a 
spokesman for the Majestic urged 
striking employes to wait until the 
hotels are granted OPA price relief 
on rentals before pressing for wage 
increases. 
George Bucher, business agent for 
Local 356. 
Hotel and 
Restaurant 
Workers Union (CIO*, said workers 
at all of the hotels are seeking a 
reduction of the work week from 
48 to 40 hours with no reduction in 
pay, and improved holiday and vaca­ 
tion clauses in addition to the hour­ 
ly wage Increase. 
Salary rates now range from $15 
a week for bellboys to $41.50 for en­ 
gineers. Bucher said, 
Meanwhile, the truck drivers re­ 
fused to cross picket lines to make 
coal deliveries to the hotels. Bucher 
said tire drivers' decision not to cross 
the picket lines came shortly after 
engine room crews at the Bellevue 
banked their fires and Joined the 
walkout.

Bulge when his outfit was sent to 
take the territory where the 106th 
had been captured 
l.ucky To Escape 
He was in on the leap across the 
Moselle river at Coblpnz and in on 
the dash to the Rhine. His outfit 
was one of the first across the 
Rhine. Later he fought through to 
Saxony province which is now in 
Russian hands and finally wound 
up on the edge of the Czech border 
“I was lucky that I escaped with­ 
out Injury.” he says, despite the fact 
that he was in the midst of fight­ 
ing all of the way across northern 
France and in Germany. 
There was the time he was on a 
night patrol with a buddy. They 
came to a house and heard Germans 
talking inside. They had two white 
pliospherous grenades 
with them. 
The grenades were hurled through 
w indows and the Germans came out 
oil file. Of the ll in the building 
the sergeant and his companion 
killed nine. Two escaped. And there 
was the time he captured a knife 
off an SS colonel. Tile sergeant and 
two companions heard a rustling In 
a haymow'. TI ley set fire to the 
haymow and the colonel and several 
other Germans came out. 
Refused Commission 
And then there was the time near 
the Zeigfried line when the ser­ 
geant was “just plain lucky.” A 
truck in which he and 35 other men 
were riding hit 
a double 
plastic 
mine. Eleven of the soldiers were 
killed. The sergeant was injured. 
On one occasion he and a com­ 
panion were bracketed by an 88. To 
escape that usually fatal third shot 
they ran straight through a mine 
field. “There was a chance the mines 
' would not explode but there wasn’t 
much chance the 88 would miss,” ex­ 
plains the sergeant. Tile mines did 
not go off. 
Several times the sergeant was 
offered field commissions while bat­ 
ling in Europe. He turned down the 
offers of a second lieutenancy, ex­ 
plaining—"I was making too much 
money as a non-com."
